Jones says if you will call him, he can give 
you the names of a number of Corsicanans 
who supported Gov. Wallace in 1968, and 
still endorse programs he espouses.

This year I just got a kit from 
Dallas which told me to collect tonight 
(Monday). Is this the legitimate drive? I 
heard that one year a bogus organization 
tried to collect for the drive, calling 
themselves the Muscular Dystrophy 
organization. 


Mrs. Ethel Brown, cashier at Corsicana 


National Bank which for four years has 
been the depository for the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association's'Drive, said that 
the drive, is legitimate. "I was notified 
about three weeks ago by the organization 
that the drive was beginning," she said. "I 
would also like to add that in the four years 
that the bank has been the depositor for the 
funds for the drive, it has always been a 
legitimate drive." 


Workers for the drive deposit the funds 


in the bank, which sends a certified check 
to the organization's headquarters at the 
end of the fund-raising event. 


Who gave Delma Ware's son permission 


to drive a city car at night — the one with

The elder Ware says anytime a resident 


sees the son driving a city car he's "on city 
business, directed 
to do so by his 


superior." 


If it's a pickup, he's driving under the 


authorization of the engineering depart- 
ment. But you asked about the car with the 
blue lights — Ware's car. Ware says' if the 
son is driving that one, then he's on city 
business as requested by his father. He 
notes that often that involves responses to 
calls on weekends and at night. 


Ware notes that it's commonplace for 


one city employe to use another's car if it 
is available and if the other employe needs 
it. As ah example, he says David Tipton, 
an inspector in Ware's office, often uses 
Ware's car for escort duty involving house- 
movingi 


When you are summoned for jury duty in 


district court, you are mailed a personal 
questionnaire and told to complete it or 
you can be held in contempt. It includes 
such questions as what bank do you do 
business with and what lawyers you know. 
Is this questionnaire a legal document? Do 
you have to fill it out? What is done with 
the information you send in? 


The purpose of the district court jury 


questionnaire is to speed up jury selection, 
according to District Judge Donald 
Nicholson. 


The questions contained on the form are 


those previously asked each prospective 
juror in open court by attorneys for both 
sides of a pending case. By having an 
individual summoned for jury duty answer 
those questions in advance, Nicholson 
estimated that from one to three hours are 
saved each time a jury is impaneled. 


There are no questions on the document 


concerning which bank a prospective juror 
uses or what lawyers an individual knows. 


Questions which are asked include the 


names of any attorneys which have done 
work for a prospective juror or his im- 
mediate family, marital status, religious 
affiliation, and the name of his family 
doctor. Nicholson said the questionnaires, 
which are used in several court districts, 
are actually more confidential than the old 
system of asking the questions in open 
court for all to hear. 


By failing to fill out the document, 


Nicholson said a prospective juror runs the 
risk of being held in contemp of court if he 
refuses to answer the same questions 
aloud in open court the day the jury is 
selected. In such a case, Nicholson said, he 
"could and would" hold a prospective 
juror in contempt 
of court. 
That 


prospective juror would also have to give 
just cause why the form was not filled out 
and returned, Nicholson said. The 
questionnaires are destroyed once a jury is 
impaneled, the judge reports, and are 
never a matter of public record. 


I've always thought that the eagle on our

Teacher salaries for the 


coming school year were set 
during predawn hours today 
after Corsicana school trustees 
met in executive session for 
some three hours to discuss the 
various personnel and salary 
options open to them before 
reconvening in open session to 
take action. 


The normally lengthy process 


was complicated further this 
year by new state financing 
laws for public schools which 
raised the minimum salary paid 
every teacher by more than 
$1,000. 


MEETING 
IN 
A 
called 


session, which began last night, 
members did not vote on the 
salaries to be paid the more 
than 200 teachers 
and 
ad- 


ministrators until 2:15 a.m. 
today. Board members met 
until 3:30 a.m. completing the 
work so that teacher contracts 
could be typed and given faculty 
members. 


The board voted to retain the 


$500 local supplement paid 
district teachers in addition to 
regular salary, but not until a 
motion was heard seeking to cut 
that supplemental payment pay 
to $200. The motion to reduce 
those payments to $300 in ad- 
dition to the minimum state- 
required salaries was made by 
James Curington and defeated 
by a 4-3 vote. Voting in favor of 
the cut were Curington, Mrs. 
Blake Gillen, and Dr. James 
Price. Casting negative votes 
were Albert Sanders, Dr. Kelley 
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Notice to the Public 


Any erroneous reflection upon the 
character, standing or reputation of any 
person, firm or corporation which may 


vocational director on a 12- 
month contract at the state 
foundation guideline pay scale 
was authorized by the board on 
a 4-3 vote. Objections to that 
move came

district's teachers were hired at 
state guideline salaries plus any 
extra duty pay and the $500 
local supplement. The board 
also kept open the option to 
eliminate all department head

The complicated method of

salaries was necessary to keep 
percentage increases as close to 
even as possible throughout the 
district. Without such action, 
some 
salaries 
could 
have 


jumped as much as $6,000 in one 
year, members were told. 


Once established, the district 


would be bound to pay those 
salaries even if anticipated 
state money was not received. 
Stewart reminded the board 
several times that economizing 
was necessary to control future 
financial 
burdens 
on 
the 


district. 


Dr. 
Kenneth 
P. 
Walker, 


president of Navarro College, 
announced today that he will 
recommend 
a 
two 
cent 


reduction in the local tax rate at 
the Thursday night meeting of 
the Board of Trustees. 


Along with other items, the 


Board will consider adoption of 
the 1975-76 college budget which 
is set at $3,530,525, an increase 
of $1.5 million over the original 
1974-75 budget. Dr. Walker said 
that the recommended budget is 
balanced and includes funding 
for 
the 
Academic- 


Administration 
Building 


renovation project. Bids for this 
project will be opened at the 
Thursday meeting. 


The Board of Trustees had 


authorized 
the 
college 
ad- 


ministrative staff to do a study 
of the total financial structure 
to determine the feasibility of a 
local tax reduction. Dr. Walker 
noted that the results of the 
study were not as promising as 
he had hoped because the state 
legislature did not appropriate 
funds at the cost level recom- 
mended by the Coordinating 


Board of the Texas College and 
University System, and because 
of continuing inflation and the 
rising cost of utilities coupled 
with a higher percentage of 
delinquent taxpayers. In ad- 
dition, operating costs have 
increased because of the large 
enrollment 
increases 
which 


have averaged more than 60 per 
cent during the past year. 


Despite these factors, he said 


a tax cut would be possible 
because of the more 
than 


$800,000 in state and federal 
grants the college has already 
received with additional grant 
funds 
anticipated 
for 
the 


coming year. 


Dr. Walker said the college 


had some needs which could be 
met by keeping the tax rate at 
the current level, but he felt that 
the" taxpayers deserved ~ first 
consideration at a time when 
inflation is also eroding their 
budgets. 


The current tax rate is 68 


cents per $100 of assessed 
evaluation based on 25 per cent 
of market value. 


Gty receives $300,000 grant 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said this morning that he feels 
the city's past record of city- 
wide improvements was in- 
strumental in Corsicana being 
awarded a $300,000 Community 
Development Plan grant. 


U.S. Sen. John Tower notified 


the Sun this morning that the 
Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development 
had 
awarded 


Corsicana the grant to be used 
for paving streets, demolishing 
substandard 
structures 
and 


park improvements. 


Ballenger said he considers 


the grant is "the result of a lot of 
good work by a lot of good 
people." 


Specifically, 
Ballenger 


praised governmental advisor 
Jack Russell, who wrote Cor- 
sicana's grant and Municipal 
Services Director Delma Ware, 
whom Ballenger credited with a 
good job in providing the city 


with 
high 
quality, 
unified 


housing standards. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood, 


joined 
Ballenger 
in 
the 


"elation" of receiving the grant 
and the praise for the persons 
responsible 
for 
Corsicana's 


designation. 


Mrs. 
Youngblood said "We 


are one of the few cities our size 
to have received the maximum 
amount. That's what really 
pleases me." 


resolved." 


Lindsey said the decision 


would enable school officials to 
"go ahead with the next school 
year without disruptions and 
with another good year like the 
last two we've had under this 
plan. We're now assured that 
we've done what's necessary 
according to the law and to the 
wishes of the people." 


HEW opposition to the Cor- 


sicana system has centered 
primarily 
around 
Lincoln 


Elementary School. Children in 
grades one and two are not 
bused into or out of Lincoln. 


UNDER THE LOCAL plan all 


fifth graders in the district are 
bused into Lincoln. 


And 
HEW 
administrative 


judge has ruled ' 
favor of 


Corsicana's plan tw ce. 


In the fall of 1973 the judge 


ruled for Corsicana, noting that 
both black and white parents 
did not want children in the 
younger grades involved in 
busing, based on the statements 
made at a public hearing. 


HEW filed exceptions to this 


ruling. 


In February of 1974 the judge 


amended his decision at the 
request of the school district, 
making several rulings which 
Corsicana 
officials 
believed 


strengthened their case in the 
appeal process. Among them 
were that the situation at 
Lincoln "does not constitute.. .a 
dual 
(segregated) 
school 


system," that the district is not 
operating 
a 
"dual 
school 


system. . .," and that the 
decision not to bus younger 
children was based "upon valid 
consideration for the health, 
safety, and educational welfare 
of the students." 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS here 


had hoped that HEW had 
dropped its opposition to the 
Corsicana plan following the 
judge's second ruling and also 
because no new exceptions were 
filed. 


However, last month HEW 


officials notified Corsicana that 
they had filed a request through 
HEW channels asking that the 
judge consider the exceptions 
the department filed after the 
first ruling as applicable to the 
one. 


In noting that more than the 


alloted time period of 20 days 
had passed between the second 
ruling and the filing of ex- 
ceptions, 
HEW 
officials 


declined to follow that train of 
thought.

mal announcement, Dunagan 
said Tuesday that he has plans 
in mind for the officers, a 
stronger criminal investigation 
department and young people. 


Dunagan said that since 


leaving the sheriff's depart- 
ment in April, 1973, he has "kept 
up my sources of information" 
while also taking some college 
courses in law enforcement. 


Dunagan said he reiterates

This entire ordinance is and 


shall be deemed an exercise of 
the police power of the State of 
Texas, and of the City of 
Retreat for the public safety, 
comfort, 
convenience 
and 


protection of the City and 
citizens of said City, and for the 
purpose of carrying forward the 
declared public policy of the 
City, and all of the provisions 
hereof shall be construed for the 
accomplishment 
of that pur- 


pose. 


SECTION I. 


It shall be unlawful for any 


person to locate and maintain 
for dwelling or sleeping pur- 
posed any mobile home of 
travel trailer In any place In the 
City. It shall not be unlawful, 
however, to locate, or maintain 
any travel trailer on the private 
property In the City so long as 
the same is not used on the 
premises where located as a 
place for sleeping or dwelling. 


SECTION II. 


No house or dwelling shall be 


constructed or maintained In 
the City unless the same shall: 


(a) Be adequately and safely 


wired for electricity so as not to 
constitute a fire hazard; 


(b) Be located on a lot having 


a minimum of 20,000 square 
feet; which Is to say, that 
dwellings In the City shall be 
spaced 
so 
that 
each 


dwelling is located on a space of 
not less than 20,000 square feet; 


(c) Contain a ' flush toilet 


connected to a sanitary sewer 
or septic tank; 


(d) Be maintained in a sightly 


and neat condition; 


(e) If the same be wooden, be 


painted at such intervals so that 
the dwelling shall not be per- 
mitted to become unsightly; 


(f) 
Be underpinned 
and 


framed so that the area between 
the ground and the floor shall 
not be visible from the nearest 
public street; 


SECTION III. 


No person in the City of 


Retreat having control of any 
premises shall do any of the 
following with respect to such 
premises under his control: 


(a) Permit any premises to 


become grown up In weeds or 
brush; 


(b) Permit junk, garbage or 


litter to accumulate on such 
'premises; 


(c) Maintain or permit to 


remain any junk cars on such 
premises; 


(d) Maintain or permit any 


activity which creates noise or 
odor which is offensive or ob- 
noxious to the other citicens of 
the city. 


SECTION IV. 


There Is hereby created in 


and for the City of Retreat a 
Zoning Board. Such Zoning 
Board shall consist of three 
members, each of whom shall 
be adult resident citizens of the 
City. The members of the 
Zoning Board shall be appointed 
by the Mayor, and their terms 
shall be coextensive with the 
term of the Mayor who appoints 
such members. 
The Zoning 


Board shall receive and process 
applications for building per- 
mits in the manner hereinafter 
specified and shall perform 
such other duties as may be 
conferred by ordinance. 


SECTION V. 


No person shall commence 


construction of any building or 
structure of any nature or 
commence to move any existing 
structure into the City unless 
that person has first obtained a 
building permit. Any person 
desiring a building permit shall 
make application to the Zoning 
Board and shall accompany 
said application by the fee 
hereinafter prescribed. The 
Zoning Board shall determine 
whether the proposed structure 
complies with all ordinances of 
City. 
The 
Zoning 
Board 


shall further determine whether 
the proposed structure would be 
detrimental to the health, safety 
or welfare of the citizens of the 
town or other persons. If the 
Zoning Board shall conclude 
that the applicant is not truth- 
fully representing the cost of 
construction 
or 
that 
the 


proposed structure would be In 
violation of any City ordinance 
or the proposed structure would 
be detrimental to the health, 
safety or welfare of the citizens 
of the City or other persons, 
then the Zoning Board shall 
recommend that no building 
permit be Issued. In any event, 
the 
Zoning 
Board 
shall 


recommend to the Cily Council 
whether or not the building 
permit be issued. Each ap- 
plication for a building permit 
shall state the cost of con- 
struction 
of 
the 
proposed 


building or other structure, and 
the fee for such building permit 
shall be $.25 for each $1,000.00 of 
cost of the constructional, or 
major fraction of the sum of 
$1,000.00. The minimum cost of 
any building permit, however, 
shall be $1.00. The Zoning Board 
may further recommend to the 
City Council what assurances 
should be required of the ap- 
plicant that all ordinances of the 
City, and especially this or- 
dinance, will be observed In the 
construction and maintenance 
of the building in question. Such 
assurances may include the 
filing with the City Council of a 
bond in an amount 
to be 


determined 
by 
the 
City 


Council guaranteeing that this 
ordinance will not be violated. 
Upon 
receiving 
the 
recom- 


mendation of the Zoning Board, 
the City Council shall act upon 
the application for a building 
permit. 


SECTION VI. 


Any person, firm or cor- 


'poratlon violating Section V of 
this ordinance by commencing 
the construction of any building 
or commencing to move Into the 
City any existing 
structure.' 


without having first obtained a 
building permit In accordance 
with this ordinance, shall be 
deemed 
guilty 
of 
a 


misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less 
than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00 and each and every day 
or fraction of the day during 
which this ordinance or any 
part thereof shall be violated 
shall be deemed a spearate 
--offense and punishable as such. 


SECTION VII. 


In the event that the City 


Council shall conclude that any 
person, firm or corporation Is In 
violation 
of any portion of 


Section II or Section III of this 
ordinance, then the City Council 
shall instruct the City Secretary 
to direct and mall a certified 
letter to such person, firm or 
corporation pointing out the 
violation. After receipt of such 
letter, the person alleged to be 
in violation shall have ten days 
from the date of receipt to 
correct the condition or con- 
ditions claimed In the letter to 
be a violation. The failure of the 
person receiving such letter to 
correct 
the 
condition con- 


stituting a violation within ten 
days of receipt of the letter shall 
constitute 
a 
violation 
of 


this ordinance, and the person, 
so violating this ordinance shall

misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined in any sum

nation's troubled auto industry 
bounced back from a disastrous 
first quarter of 1975 to turn a

profit 
overall 
during 


April-June. 


GM reported profits of $333 


million for the period, or $1.14 
a share, up 8 per cent from 
$306 million in the same period 
a year ago. Sales in the second 


quarter were up 12 per cent to 
$9.3 billion. 


It was the fourth consecutive 


quarterly loss for Chrysler, 
which has gone $234 million 
into the red since the third pe- 
riod of 1974. 


Financial analysts say the in- 


dustry, which had its first over- 
all loss since the Great Depres- 
sion during the first quarter, 
returned to profitability pri- 
marily due to GM's relatively 
strong performance. 


Ford Motor Co. reports earn-

"Shake it one time for Jerry 


Lee," he used to shout. And 
most times they would accom- 
modate. "Shake it one time for 
me." 


He was a piano-pumping sen- 


sation of Ferriday, La., just 
about the time old-style rock 'n' 
roll was getting an American 
foothold. 


Today, four wives and a 


score of storms and heart- 
breaks later, Jerry Lee is still 
a-rocking in almost the same 
fashion, maybe a little bit more 
subdued. 


The only difference is the ob- 


vious absence of the golden 
hair and the upright piano. 


Instead, the brown, curly hair 


is short, and the beating now 
takes place on an electric piano 
half the size of the old Stein- 
way. 


"I've beat a flock of pianos to 


pieces," says Lewis. "That's 
why I've gone to the electric. 
It's easier to work with and you 
can get a lot more sound out of 
it." 


Lewis, 39, is now accom- 


panied by a six-man band and 
his sister, Linda Gail. After 17 
years, his cocky gestures still 
include retrieving a black comb 
from his pants pocket and run- 
ning it through his hair a 
couple of times. 


"I reckon you could refer to 


me as a revolutionary," Lewis 
says. "I've tried and done it 
all. 


"But remember, I haven't 


changed my style in all those 
years. I find no differnce in the 
music I do now and what I did 
then." 


Lewis discounts criticism that 


he switched back and forth be- 
tween country and rock. 


"I never did neither," he 


says. "My first records had one 
side rock, the other country. 


"Remember 'Great Balls of 


Fire.' The other side was 'You 
Win Again.'

Lewis says he appreciates 


both country music and up-tem- 
po.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate today failed to block 
President Ford's plan to de- 
control domestic oil prices. 


Senate Democrats sought to 


halt Ford's proposal by attach- 
ing an amendment to a routine 
resolution providing for addi- 
tional funds for its nutrition 
committee. 


The surprise move by the 


Democrats was prompted by 
fears that proponents of Ford's 
plan would start a filibuster 
over a simple resolution to 
block the decontrol of domestic 
oil prices. 


Although 
the 
amendment 


passed, the Senate voted 50 to 
44 to defeat the resolution. 


Meanwhile, the House was 


preparing to vote on the issue 
with the outcome in doubt. Only 
one house must vote against 
the Ford proposal to prevent it 
from taking effect. 


The Senate action came after 


the Ford administration offered 
to drop a 60-cent tariff on re- 
fined petroleum imports if Con- 
gress adopts Ford's plan to de- 
control domestic crude oil 
prices. 


Federal 
Energy Adminis- 


trator Frank G. Zarb said the 
60-cents-per-barrel tariff, im- 
posed by Ford when he an- 
nounced a second tariff for im- 
ported crude, affects two mil- 
lion barrels of refined fuels 
daily. 


The lower costs must be 


passed on to consumers, Zarb 
said, adding that the end of the 
tariff would save consumers 
about $1.2 million each day. 


Zarb's proposal, which would 


leave crude oil tariffs at their 
present 
$2-per-barrel 
level, 


came after the House Rules 
Committee cleared the way for 
full House votes on two key 
energy proposals. 


One measure is a resolution 


rejecting Ford's latest program 
for phasing out price controls 
on 60 per cent of U.S.-produced 
oil. Friday is the deadline for 
such a vote. The Ford program 
becomes effective unless killed 
by a majority in either the 
House or Senate by then. 


The Rules Committee also 


sent to the House floor an 
amendment by Rep. Bob Krue- 
ger, D-Tex., that would rewrite 


the Ford decontrol plan and tie 
it to a windfall profits tax on 
oilmen. 


No specific time was set for 


the resolution to reject the 
Ford program, and sources 
said the vote, expected to be 
close, would depend on how the 


House acted on the Krueger 
amendment. 


The Zarb proposal may bring 


added support to the Ford oil 
price decontrol plan, especially 
from states expected to benefit 
most from the removal' of the 
60-cent tariff.
